Luldnula  Pavllchenko  wanted  to  be 
a history  scholar  in  Kiev.  Russia, 
but  the  war  brought  fa  change,  and 
today  she  told  why  She  became  a 
Soviet  sniper. 

‘ Every  German  who  remains  alive 
will  kill  women,  children  and  old 
folks.-  Luidmila  said  *'Dead  Oer- 1 
mans  are  harmless  Therefore,  if  I 
kill  a German.  I am  saving  lives" 

She  is  officially  credited  with  hav- 
ing killed  309  Germans. 

Junior  Lieutenant  Pavllchenko. 
twenty-six.  was  garbed  in  the  gTfen 
uniform  of  the  Red  Army  and  wore 
four  medals,  including  the  Order  of 
Lenin,  the  highest  decoration  her 
country  can  bestow  She  and  two 
companion*  here  to  attend  the- In- 
ternational Student  Assembly  held 
a press  conference  today  after 
spending  last  nigh*  at  the  White 
House 

‘ I learned  to  -hoot  a long  time 
ago.  before  I went  to  K,*-v  Univer- 
sity." Mias  Pavllchenko  related. 

She  *ald  she  became  so  well  known  , 
that  the  German.*  knew  about  her 
by  name,  and  during  one  engage- 
ment announced  through  loudspeak- 
ers directed  toward  the  Russian 
lines 

"Luidmila  Pavllchenko.  come  over 
tn  us  We  Will  give  you  lota  of  choco- 
late and  cake  and  make  you  an 
officer."
